flags marched into Dzik a street and 
w as met by a mixed police and mili­ 
tary patrol of twenty men. 


P o lic e A ccuse th« M ob. 
'Hie police declare the socialists fired 
revolvers at them, the leaders incit­ 
ing the mob to attack 
the patrol, 
which thereupon tired several volleys 
into the crowd. Four men were k illed 
and forty wounded. 
The crowd

moved all but nine of the wounded, 
tw o of whom 
were women. 
These 
were tak en to the hospital. 
It is ex­ 
pected that two or more of the wound­ 
ed will die.

The weather was so got d 
that not a soul on board got sea sick . , 
I enjoyed the trip very much, though, i 
and learned many new and strange I 
things. 
We sighted land but twice on 1 
the way and made no stops. 
We saw 
the we&j end of Cuba, also the island 
or Old Providence 
The trip took just five days. 
We 
landed in Colon on the 6th, Monday, 
about noon, where we had to submit * 
to

gone 
through by the custom’s officials You 
see the cities of Colon 8c Panama are 1 
not in the canal zone tha t Is governed 
by the United States. 
They main j 
tain.their own government as they al­ 
ways have done and the United States j 
has a perpetual lease on a zone 6 miles j 
wide, 3 each side of the canal, and in , 
this zjne right at the edge of each i 
town (Colon and Panama) Uncle Sam 1 
has established a post office of his ! 
own. The one at Colon is named 
Christobal and the one here on the 
Panama, or Pacific side, is named An­ 
con, and Ancon is where I get my , 
mail. 
Well, to resume, I stayed over iu j 
Colon one day to rest up and reported 
i 
for work the second day and they gave 
me a pass over the Panama railroad 
and I came over that afternoon and re­ 
ported here for duty the next day at 
d 
have been playing at work ever since, ; 
but have really done very little Don’t 
you I think I accomplished a gre a t; 
feat in traveling from the A tlantic to i 
the Pacific by rail in two short hours? ! 
This is most certainly a tropical 
country in every sense of the word. 
Spanish Is the universal language and 
is talk ed by everyone except the fresh 
arrivals from the Hates. The tem ­ 
perature is just about the same as you 
have it there in the heat of summt r, 
but of course it is that way every day 
in 
.the 
year 
here, 
yet 
ibe 
nights up here on the hill are cool 
enough to require a blank et for cover 
every 
night. 
The 
government 
furnishes us with rooms on Ancon 
hill, the mose healthful spot in Pana­ 
ma, at no expense to us, they are 
j 
furnished lik e a hospital ward and 1 
our ward has 20 beds in it, of course j 
there is no privacy about it but 
then 
we’re not here to be fastidious. 
My j 
board I get down in town, four of us { 
Yank s board at 
a 
private house , 
(natives) a t the rate of $25 
gold per 
month which is very reasonable here 
and we have very good board too. 
They are stick ers on form and alwajs 
serve the meals in course removing all 
dishes between each course; here’s a 
sample meal (dinner) 1st course soups, 
2nd plantain and fish, 3rd roast meat 
plantain and lettuce, 4th beefsteak 
and onions, fried bananas and rice, 
5th pudding and then coffee. 
They 
never give me ooffee until everything! 
else is removed although they have 
limeade continually 
on 
the table, 
lemons are scarce but limes are very 
plentiful and I lik e them about as 
well. 
I nearly forgot to mention j 
fruits, we had three or four different j 
sorts yesterday but the names i can­ 
not remember except the mango and ' 
tamarind. Of oourse everything of a 
tropical nature grows here in great 
ahundance, such as oranges, bananas, 
mangoes, 
pineapples, 
breadfruit, 
grape fruit and dozens more that I 
cannot think of now’ and of the ani­ 
mals we have deer, leopards, monk eys, 
wild cats, parrots, boa constrictors, 
pythons, tigers, sloths, etc., and the 
ocean here is full of shark s. 
Right 
down in the city of Panama is where 
we work , the Government has there 
a large fine building in which are em­ 
ployed about 500 people and up here 
on Ancon hill in the suburbs is where 
nearly all of us live. I mean room. 
I 
wrote you a souvenier postal card yes­ 
terday but it won’t get out any ahead 
of this so will just enclose it in here* 
the house shown on it is a duplicate 
of this one, there are several of the 
same sort here, some of which are 
used for hospital wards.

here expecting to find the accommo­ 
dations here just as they were ‘ back 
in Boston” and when they run up 
against a few of the hardships they 
weak en and hurry back to mama, 
rush into print and, in order to mak e 
their own excuse good for back ing 
out, exaggerate the 
conditions.
